park into school grounds favored the 
purchase of a block smewhere in that 
district for school 
purposes.

Transportation of junior high 


school students by bus was another 
plan that was mentioned. 


ISOLATED SECTION 


"Our ward is rather unfortunately 


located," sighed a man who has been 
a resident of the Fourth ward ever 
since he was a boy. "There is the 
river, the railroad tracks, the 'flats', 
the 
factory district that divide us 


from the rest of the city and make 
of us almost a separate municipal en- 
tity. Isolated as we are, we become 
the goat of everything. While par- 
ents In the First ward are worried 
about sending their children out as 
far as Second-ave., who stops to con- 
sider the distance our children would 
be compelled to walk, even if the 
school were to be located much near- 
er? 


"I am not a proponent of the use 


of the City park as a school site. 
But I do ask, is-it fair to ignore the 
Fourth ward just because it will have 
the smallest 
representation in the 


junior high school? There must be 
some other way of procuring a site 
that is not removed at such a dis- 
tance as Second-ave., 
or 
even at 


Winnebago-st., as has been suggest- 
ed by some." 


FINANCIAL OBSTACLE 


One man who favored City park as 


the logical school site, reflected on 
the cost of a block of high priced 
real estate in a central location. If 
the city is willing to spend $100,000 
or even $150,000, it may preserve its 
park.

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EPISCOPAL CHURCH ON PREJUDICE 


Besolutions adopted by the general con- 


vention 
of the 
protestant 
Episcopal 


I church in Portland. Ore., declare that 
1 "there appears to be a very close and inti- 
Imate connection between the increasing 
acts of mob violence and the recent rapid 
growth of religions prejudice and racial 
antipathy, fostered by certain elements in 
the country. Trhich. sometimes in the name 
of patriotic Americanism, have capitalized 
bigotry, hatred and intolerance." 
And 


the resolutions further declare that these 
tendencies "unless suppressed, must re- 
eult in the breakdown of ordered society 
and imperil our Christian civilization." 


Further, the resolutions declare that 


*'any men or group of men. kno'vvn or un- 
known, organized or unorganized,"' who 
propagate class, race or religious animosi- 
ty, "are disloyal to the teaching of the 
gospel of Christ and to the foundation 
principles of the 
American common- 


wealth.'' 


These are plain facts plainly spoken. 


The stand of the church is on the right 
side. 
The teaching of class hatred and 


propaganda of violence are directly in con- 
flict with Christian teaching and Christian 
precept. 
They amount to a rejection of 


Christianity and of the bible. 
VTe know 


that when they are carried to their ulti- 
mate extremes and embark upon fantastic 
'schemes like communism and socialism 
they openly abandon the church and 
Christ. 
Even the marriage relation ^is 


cast aside. 


The church does -well to lift its voice 


against radicalism and the doctrine of 
class antagonism. There can be no doubt, 
as the resolution states, that this propa- 
•ganda is directly responsible for the vio- 
lence and lawlessness which have been so 
much in evidence throughout the country 
''in the last year or two. Politicians appeal- 
ing to class hatred are fanning the fires of 
internal disorder. 
They are laying the 


foundation for a violent conflict between 
the forces of lawlessness and the govern- 
ment of the United States. They know 
that differences of opinion, whether indus- 
,trial, social, political or religious, can 
never be settled by this method, nor can 
the people whose opinions differ live ami- 
cably together under such conditions. 


The need of the hour in this country 


3s to get back to the groundwork of Chris- 
tianity, to rediscover the fact that men 
can dwell in peace and harmony if they 
\jill. that human nature is pretty much 
the same among all men and that there is 
always a common basis on which differ- 
ences can be adjusted with good feeling 
and with good results.

OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE 


There are some facts about our foreign 


trade, as bearing upon our national, com- 
mercial and fiscal policy, which deserve 
sober reflection. 
From January 1st' to 


August 1 st of this year we sent to Europe 
about $637.000,000 worth of goods 
more than Europe shipped us. This, when 
it comes to balancing the books, leaves us 
figuratively in the hole at a rate of ap- 
prosimaieiy $1.000.000,000 a year. Of 
course some of this trade debt is balanced 
in gold, but only a fraction of it. 
The 


rest of it is credit, and the mystery is 
where the funds for financing this credit 
come from. 
On the surface it might ap- 


pear that this further extension of credit 
is helping Europe to its reconstruction, 
and while this is true in a sense, in reali- 
ty it is increasing her back-breaking debt. 
There is only one way in which this com- 
mercial debt can be met and that is In- 
favorable trade balances with other coun- 
tries, which have not yet developed. 


Our trade with South America, while 


growing, as it should, is the other way. 
For the first seven months of 1922 our 
exports in South American countries to- 
taled about $122.000.000. but in the 
same months we bought from 
South 


America S65,000.000 more than we 
sold her. 
Our trade with Asiatic coun- 


tries—China. Japan, India, etc—is also of 
the same character. During the first sev- 
en months of the year our exports to Asia 
totaled S273.000.000. but Asia shipped 
us $161.000.000 more than we shipped 
her. Our favorable trade balances should 
bp in South America and Asia rather than 
in Europe, for they are better able to dis- 
charge balances in gold. 
Logically the 


situation as it now exists should be the 
reverse, at least until Europe gets back 
upon its feet, for it is by importing more 
than we export that we can best hope to 
get back what we have loaned Europe. 


If the effect of the new tariff, as it 


seems certain it will be. is to further in- 
crease the disparity between our purchas- 
es and sales in Europe it will impose an 
additional strain upon American credit 
and will involve Europe the deeper in 
financial chaos. If. at the same time, the 
effect of the new Uriff is to reduce both 
European exports and imports by barring 
a larger amount of foreign goods to en- 
try, thereby curtailing the foreigner's 
purchasing power, it will react against 
American industry and American com- 
merce. This is the time of all times when 
we cannot afford to havp. cannot expect 
to have, jug-handled trade with Europe. 
AVe may be sure that the wisdom of our 
present policy will be subjected to the acid 
test in the comparatively near future. 


FIRE PREVENTION DAY 


President Harding has named Monday, 


October 9. as fire prevention day. 
To 


most persons his proclamation looks like 
a perfunctory act. 


The truth is however that fire preven- 


tion day concerns the public more than it 
does the insurance companies. The peo- 
ple, not the insurance companies, pay the 
fire losses, for the premiums which the 
public pays are the real losses. 


There should be vigorous publicity in 


this and every city on October 9 for fire 
prevention. 
A 
mayor's 
proclamation 


could well inform the public as to the 
necessity for preventing fires. TVe might 
even organize a. fire prevention commit- 
tee to educate the people in preventing 
fires.

THE PROHIBITION SOUSE 


Almost anywhere any day, if you will look about 


you will see boys ranging in age from 12 to IS 
years, according to the general moral depravity of 
the community, smoking cigarets and doing it in a 
manner that plainly spells "showing off." You and 
I, whether we smoke or drink or not, remember 
such boys in our day. If we trace them we find 
that many of them turned out bad eggs and are 
now dead, in prison or human derelicts of one type 
or another. The trouble with such boys isn't just 
devilishness or rowdism: tfe trouble is inherent 
mental defect: the yare mosons, mental weaklings 
and to make anything of them requires a great deal 
more care and watchfulness on the part of parents 
than it does to train boys'of average or normal 
mentality. You will recollect how such boys were 
invariably slow and backward in school, worldly 
wise, to be sure and dangerously eo in view of their 
close association in school with normal youngsters, 
but high grade imbeciles nevertheless. 


As late as 20 -years ago drinking was still well con- 


nived at by the business and professional world and 
the public at large. A doctor, lawyer, merchant or 
thief might make a beast of himself at more or 
less frequent intervals and still keep his place m 
popular esteem. There were still a few very old 
fashioned folk who actually argued that a carousal 
made the doctor, lawyer, merchant or thief all the 
better when he sobered up! But for several years 
before prohibition settled over the country drink- 
ing had come to be a mark of the inefficient and 
a resort of the incompetent and public opinion had 
veered around to a point which encouraged a man 
to say on any occasion and without any apology 
that he was on the water wagon. 


I have received numerous letters from readers 


chiefly women, who tell how a brother, a father or 
a husband has become a "prohibition drunkard." 
Usually the man has always been a moderate or 
occasional drinker, but now that even moderate or 
occasional drinking is discouraged by the govern- 
ment, the man proceeds to "show 'em" by making'a 
bigger fool of himself than he has ever been before 
arid mcidentlly bringing unhappiness and humilia- 
tion upon those who by rights are entitled to respect 
from him. Is there any hope for such a specimen? 
Can he be restored by 'any form of discipline or 
treatment? 
« 


The ordinary alcoholic may be successfully freed 


from his craving by a, comparatively simple and in- 
expensive course of medical treatment by any good 
physician in any hospital or sanitarium or at home 
if the services of a well trained nurse or attendant 
can be had. There are various methods or treat- 
ment successfully administered, such as the method 
gn-en to the medical profession several years ago 
by Dr. Alexander Lambert, and which has restored 
some awful bums to sobriety and industry. Don't 
write to me about the method. It is familiar to, or 
at least readily available to every physiaan. 


Of course no secret treatment is worth a hoot 


and only humbugs purport to be of any value 
against acloholism, drug habit or tobacco habit when 
administered without the victim's knowledge. 
In- 


deed, unless the habitue-himself earnestly desires 
to be cured and earnestly co-operates in the treat- 
ment, it is useless to undertake any treatment. 


The "prohibition souse" is a very low order. Only 


a thoroughgoing fool will swallow the Stuff that the 
bootleggers supply. Yet even such a defective may 
be saved.

Paris,—Writing in LE 
EIGARO 


Senator Lazare Weiller, says: 


"What struck me most during my 


trip to the United States was the 
continual evolution of this great na- 
tion, of this great people, by the 
perpetual afflux of distinct elements 
on a foreign soil, coming down from 
distant nations and peoples. 
What 


is the United States, with its English, 
Italian, Slav. German, 
Greek, ele- 


ments, is not a new Europe, an ex- 
ample of that federation of nations 
which is but an ideal dream on this 
side of the Atlantic. 


'America seemed strong from all 


points of view, with energies renewed 
and multiplied by the European races 
of which she is composed, and I was 
of opinion that her influence on the 
Old World would one day be tremen- 
dous. 


'I did not foresee them that a world 


war would give the opportunity. 


'The war has ended and where are 


we? The decision which threw the 
United States into the conflict, brought 
millions of Americans to our land, 
thousands of tombs cover the remains 
of American heroes fallen for our 
liberty. The compact of friendship 
which has united our two peoples for 
nearly a century and a half, is sealed 
for eternity. 
\. 


"But do our peoples know each 


other? 
Is there between our two 


democracies that mutual penetration 
of the mind without which all emo- 
tions of the heart remain without 
effect? 
The problem seemed unsatis- 


factory when I was in the States. I 
saw all races of Europe continuing 
their ethnical supplies and being ab- 
sorbed into- what constitutes new 
America. Only France was not repre- 
sented or only in negligible quanti 
ties. 


•No change is likely to take place 


in this situation. It is not only be- 
cause of her low birth-rate that 
France has few emigrants. There are 
other causes which explain the at- 
tachment of her children to their na- 
tive soil. 
The almost total absence 


of the French element in the continual 
ethnical development of the United 
States is in many ways a. disadvan 
tage for us. There _is no doubt that 
numbers of Germans find a hearing 
among millions of German-Americans 
for which we have no equivalent. 


"The common language provides 


England with a marvelous instrument 
of persuasion. 


"We are helpless against these ad- 


vantages which the nature of things 
gives to our ex-enemies and to some 
of our former allies. 


"But 
it 
does not 
follow 
that 


Franco-American friendship is less 
real. France, though absent physi 
cally from the United States is always 
present in the heart of the people 
All through the century. France has 
followed with passionate curiosity tb£ 
evolution of the great democracy be- 
yond the Ocean. 


"If we compare the immortal dates 


which shine out in the history of the 
world like light-houses of liberty. 1778 
and 1918, we see that in spite of the 
immense difference of human and ma 
terials values, there is a great simi- 
larity between the part that -France 
played ijn the 18th century in the 
liberation of America, and that which 
belongs to America in the 20th, in the 
liberation of France. 


"Among the 
companions of 
La 


Fayette and among the soldiers of 
Pershing there was the same abandon- 
ment to a pure ideal, the same dis- 
interested surrender of self, 


"It was not France, it was Amer 


ica in her birth, which was victorious 
in 1778 on the banks of the Hudson. 
And the 50,000 Americans who gave 
their lives in 1918 do not claim alone 
the honor of victory for which nearly 
two million of our sons'fell.

America fn 1778, and what America 
cheifly brought again to France in 
191S was confidence, the indispensable 
element of victory.

since our victory has wounded

"France is no beggar. During her

FURS AND MYSTERY

Most everyone knows that raw furs 


must be dressed and dyed before they 
can be rendered fit to wear. There is 
another process about which most 
people know nothing — that of pluck- 
ing and unhairing. 


*• 
Nearly all fur-bearers have a coat 


of long, coarse hairs scattered over 
their coat of more abundant soft hairs 
This under coat if what is known as 
fur. 
While in most animals the under 


coat is by far the more beautiful, 
there are a few animals whose skins 
are equally beautiful when made up 
natural. To the latter class belong the 
muskrat. otter and beaver. 


Skins which are^ to. be plucked art 


soaked in water till the leather is soft- 
ened ajid the pores opened, the skins 
are 'hen warmed and the leather -31U 
of tl.e pelt is shaved to cut off the 
no's ot the long hairs. Plucking is 
then comparatively easy. 


Some other skins, principally seal, 


are plucked 
by a different process, 
\ For this purpose a machine was per- 


fected lat« )n the nineteenth century 
which makM possible the plucking of 
a pelt more rapidly and with better 
results. 


It is in this process of plucking or 


unhairing that certain skies take their 
flrst step toward imitating more val- 
uable furs. For instance-muskrat and 
coney skins are sheared till the surfacr 
is ot uniform depth. After this they 
are either made up natural or dyed to 
resemble some costHer fur.
